RESUMED IT. Now, I imagine, according to the Judg- 
ment of that Great Stateſman , and true Church-man, that our Aj- 
legiance to the Lxte King is void.

T7 Senſe and meaning of this Convocation being to be enqui- 


red after, eſpecially in theſe two things, 1. Whether Right

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can be due unto it? And 2. When a Revolution of Government 
may be ſuppoſed to have obtained a thorow Settlement ? I thought it 
not amiſs to enquire into the Reaſons for the calling of the Convoca- 
tion 3 the circumſtances of Aﬀairs when the Book was 'written'; 
and the Cauſes why'it was laid to ſleep, not being {uffer'd 'to ap» 
pear with the Royal Confirmation : For the underſtanding of thee, 
will mightily aſſiſt us to comprehend their meaning. And what I 
have received is thus; ; 

The Spaniards growing weary of their wars with the Vnited-Pro- 
vinces, ſeeing Queen Elizabeth, the great ſupporter of the Dutch a- 
'gainſt the Houſe of Aufiria, to grow old, and knowing that Fame, 
Then King of the Scots, was, after her deceafe, to-ſucceed her in the 
Throne of England, a Prince of a Peaceable Diſpoſition ; they made 
previous Applications to hjm, to pre-engage him, when he came to 
the Crown of England, to mediate a Truce, or Peace, between them 
and: Hyland. The good Queen, according'to the courſe of Nature, 


. in ſome time after dies ; whereupon the Spaniards, by their Ambaſ- 


fador, as ſoon almoſt as King Fames' was ſeated on the Engliſh 
Throne, renew their Negotiation with him, to mediate the fore- 
ſaid Truce ; ſuppoſing the United-Provinces would ſcarce. refuſe his 
Interpolition, becauſe at that ttme he held in his hands ſome Cau- 
tionary Towns of theirs, which had been delivered to the late 
Queen. The King being of himſelf inclinable_ to Peace, and 'to 
oblige the Spaniards ( who had a Pontifical claim to the Crown of 
England ) to own and acknowledg his Right and Title to that 
Crown, that ſo he might ſecure to himſelf the certainty of. enjoy- 
ing caſe and fafety, undertakes the M-cdiation : But difficulties ari- 
fing from the Du: Pretentions, who demanded to be acknowledged 
a Free and Independent State, tho* they had but lately withdrawn 
themſelves from the Crown of Spain 3; His Majeſty of Great Britain 
taking this to be a tender Point, and of great conſequence to all 
Crowned Heads, if'a Ptovitce or Principality having ſhaken off 
their Ancient Lord, might fet up for a Free and Independent State 
defirous alſo to over-rule the Dutch in their Allegations to this Claim, 
on:the apprehenlion of a Fear that if would void theovertures of the 
deligned Truce : That he might do it with the greater appearance of 
Authority and Judgment, he: reſolves to confult his Convocation 
about the Origine of Government, its various Forms, Alterations, 
and Modifications, intending them eſpecially to exalt the Sacredneſs

were not intended to expreſs a Separation of Authority frem Right, 
and when they are fo ſeparated, to vindicate our Allegiance ro 
the Perſon, whom God from a private Eſtate advanceth to be 
King, bave no'deſign or meaning at All. Iris to no purpoſ? for 
the Anſwerer to pretend here Gods expreſs Nomination ; for 
that is only to fay that God may do by Revelation, what te 
. cannot by Providence; and the one onghe to be obeyed, and not 
the other, whereas if it be Gods doing in eicher way, it requires 
our Submiflion. 

Again, the Convocation-book expreſly teacheth,That page 57.

Where if they do not 
diſtinguiſh Authority from Right, and require our Obedience to 
Authority againſt Rizhe, no words can declare it. | 

Again, ſpeaking of ſuch Governments as are founded on 
(being begun) by Rebellion (and I hope the Anſwerer 
will not ſay that Rebellion hath Right on its 4ide) the page 59. 
Convocation owns them, when throughly ſettled, to have 
Gods Authority,and that the People who Lwe within the Territories of ſuch 
new Governments, are bound to be ſubjett to Gods Authority. If this 
be not Demonſtration, I will pretend no more to it ; for it is 
hence plain enough, that the Claim of Right wichout Authority, 
cannot challenge our Allegiance, #7: v4 Nigas, 

The Caſe of the Moabites and Ammonites who had thus Autherity 
over the Fews, the Hiſtory of the Kings and Chronicles, and the 
very frame of the Governments in being throughout all the 
World, are ſo many Inſtances of this Truth, 

What the Anſwerer affirms to be the meaning -of' the Conya- 
cation-book, is this, that Right without Authority, may 
and ought to challenge our Allegiance, and that Authority page 4: 
without Right cannot challenge it. Now all that he brings 
for proof of this, are theſe words, i any Man ſhall affirm Can. 17. 
that the Kingdom of Judah, by Gods Ordinance going by * 
Succeſſion, when one King was Dead, bis Heir was not in Right theis 
King, (howbeit by ſome Athaliah he might be hindered from enjoying 
it) or that the People were not bound without any farther Circumſtance, 
upon ſufficient notice of their _ death, to have m___ his

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Heir apparent, as their lawful King, he doth greatly err. Add the 

Inſtance of Foaſh and Athaliah, Where notwithſtanding 
Ch. & TJoaſh had none of our Authors Authorttative. Right and 
Can.23 Title, (as the Anlwerer ſaith, but if you beheve -it, 
P43* 4 you believe a notorious Untruth, as will ſhortly ap- 

pear) and had only the Claim of Right, without the Autho- 
rity, yet when Jchojada called the People together, and acquainted 
them with the Preſervation of the Prince, they altogether by a Cove- 
want acknowledged their Allegiance to him, as to their Lawful King, 
and in conſequence of that flew Athaliah the Uſurper. This is the 
whole of his Pretences, and all that he can make of it is, That 
God having declared that he would not give his Authority to 
any Perſon to Sway the Scepter of Fudah, but only ſuch as were 
of the Line of David; whoever did aſcend the "Throne, not 
being of that Stock and Lineage, did Uſurp upon Gods Autho-. 
rity. And when he can produce ſuch a Declaration of Gods 
Pleaſure concerning all other Kingdoms, the Kingdoms of the 
whole World, (of which in General the Convocation treats) 
then, and not till then, we ſhall allow his Plea ; for ſurely a 
particular and exempt priviledged Caſe of the Kingdom of 
Fudah, will not be a ſtanding Rule for the Kingdoms of the 
whole World.

Six years. After which ſpace of time, Tehojada acquainting the 
Fathers of Tudah-and Benjamin, that-Foaſh of the Seed of David, 
to whole Poſterity God had exprefly given the Crown ; nay, 
and what was more, that it was the Lords Will that he 
ſhould reign over them, was alive ; they in Obedience page 31. 
to Gods expreſs. command, acknowledge their Alle- 
giance to him, and advance him to the Throne. Ts al! which 
proceſs (faith the Convocation) nothing was done either 
by Jehojada the High Prieſt, or by the reft of the Princes ibid. 
and People of Judah and Benjamin, which God himſelf did 
not require at their hands. And ket the Anſwerer produce ſich an 
Entail of the Crown upon a Family as this is; let him add to 
that, Gods expreſs command to Dethrone the Poſleflor, as the 
Convocation here ſaith Fehojada and the Princes had to depoſe 


Athaliah; and then he produceth ſomething to the purpoſe. 


Otherwiſe fince they attempted not to Dethrone Arhaliah, (tho 
another had as Divine a Right to the Crown, as Afes who was 
named by God) till they were anew acquainted, that it as rhe 
Lords Will, that Joaſh ſhould reign ever them; it would almoſt 
move a forward Man to infer che neceflity of Circumſpettion 
and Caution in the Depoſing even of Uſurpers. However from 
the Divine Entailment of the Crown of Zudah on the Poſterity 
of David, it is manifeſt that Authority could not in them be ſepa- 
rated from Right; and therefore the Anſwerer unjuſtly affirms, 
That Joaſh had not that Authoritative Right and Title 

which the Anthor ſpeaks of ; but only a Claim of Right page 4. 
without Authority, the contrary to which from what I 

have ſaid is very evident. 

What I would obſerve from the caſe of Toaſh and Atha- 
liah is thus. God by expreſs Revelation had given to Davit 
and his Poſterity the Throne of Fudah and Tfrae!, and no 
one of thoſe Kingdoms, withour oppoſing the Expreſs Nomi- 
nation of God, could deny Allegiance to David or his Po- 
ſterity ; till he had a Command as expreflive to withdraw it, as.

For ſince it was. Gods expreſs word to ſettle thoſe Crowns on 
David and his Poſteriry,nothing but the ſame word as Expreſlive, 
could revoke the Donation. It was therefore this expreſs word 


by 
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by his Prophet, revoking (for the Sins of his Poſterity) that 
grant to David, that excuſed the Ten Tribes, in refuſing their 
Allegiance to Rehoboam, and transferring it to his Competitor: 
And I believe it was the Admonition of the Prophet Feremiah 
from God, requiring the Jews to pay Obedience to Nebuchad- 
e2%ar, that did diſcharge them of their Obedience to the Poſte. 
tity of David. For the Anſwerer may pleaſe himſelf with his 
Conceit of a Transferring Right: But ſure I am, that God 
' having once by Prophecy declared his Entailing the Crown on 
David and his Poſterity ; nothing but a Prophecy to the con» 
trary, as exprels as that, could ever revoke it, or vindicate them 
in paying it elſewhere. | 
What I have diſcourſed of Gods expreſs Nomination of the 
Poſterity of David to rule the Houſe of Judah, that it required 
a Revelation as expreſs to revoke that Authority and Danation 
may I think be happily applied unto all other cafes, where in- 
ſtead of Perſonal Deſignation by Prophecy, the ſpecial Indica- 
tion of Providence exalts Perlons and Families unto Thrones, 
and accordingly Dethrones them. For what Prophecy was to 
them, both to advance and remove; that Providence muſt be 
to us. There is now no Perſon, or Family, raiſed to a Crown, but 
by the Providence of God, and fince it is Providevce alone that 
doth inaugurate them, when the ſame Providence doth Depoſe 
them ; who are we that we ſhould Fight againſt God? We have, 
when once the Prevailing Power doth come unto a Settlement, 
the ſame Providence that acted in their Exaltationand Depreflion, 
to direct us in our Duty of Allegiance ; even as the Jews of old, 
had the ſame Spirit of Prophecy to diret them. And ſince ir is 
Providence alone,that by exalting a Perſon or Family toa Crown, 
gives them a Right unto their Subje&s Allegiance : I do not un- 
derſtand, but when the ſame Providence Remands the Power 
out of their Hands, and transfers it to fome other Perſon, or 
Family, our Allegiance is transferred alſo: for the Power bein 
tranſplanted, our Homage muſt remove with it, or elſe we ma 
deny Obedience to that Divine Power which makes Kings, and 
coming from God is to be reverenced, honored, and obeyed, 
where ever it pleaſeth him to place it. This I take to be a 
better account of the Reaſons of our Allegiance being trans- 
ferrable from one Perſon to another , then his new vamped 
Notion of transferring a Right, which next comes to be ex-

Cbunfels had fo ordered the Afﬀairs, that they had made it abſolutely neceſſary 
for his preſent Majeſty then to ſeek his. Right or never ; in thar the Parliament 
that was to be calls: would doubrlefs (by the indirect means that were uſed) 
have been fuch as would have acknowledged and confirmed the Inpoſtor, and 
Excluded'their preſent Majeſties from the Crown. Add to this his late. Majeſtics

:. Uſurped Poſſeffion ſeldom or never ſuffers the State to. enjoy irs Rights, 
Quier and Protection ; fo thar it is in vain, if it. weee poſfible, to yield Obedi- 
ence, Violence, Pfunder and Oppreſſion do gererally otpd Ukurped Pollzfiion, 
Law, and Juitice- are ftiffed, and Arbirrarinels rules an. al things. Thoſe who do 
not comply' are ni6t perriitred to-fit down. in Peace, and enjoy the Common Bene» 
fir of Protection, bur are Haraffd, Profcribed, Perſecured, and Undone. There 
is no Connivance, or Favour, but Pawer and Wilfulneſs manageth all Things; 
fo rhat it is ſcarce poſſible for them. to yield a Due and Full Othelence. Foo 
befides rhar Honour, Reverence and Homage, which ( though owing to the Sn- 
preme Power.) 3 RuinNt, and Oppreſſed Sybje can be hardly conceived co.Liie 
The yery Opel Ion it 8 digbles them from paying Cuſtoms, Taxca.and Tri 
bares, which are-other Branches of this Allegiance ; fo thas the Scrvice of, a Liege 
Subject can ſcarce be given an Ufarper,; gn the contrary, where it is Atthoriy 
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that is advanced, there the Good of Community is intended, tio Violence, Arbi- 
rrarineſs, and Injuſtice practiſed, bur Law hath its courſe, and every unſuſpected 
Man his Liberty and Right. This is the very caſe of Antiochus Epiphanes, and 
Athal:ah. Of the firſt the Convocation-book expreſſeth it. And of the hft it is 
to be ſuppoſed that ſhe continued to Rule, as ſhe entred, with the utmoſt Cru- 
elty and Violence : nay, an the very Reaſon of her Sons Wickedneſs (for which 
he was puriſhed by God ) is imputed ro her Inftigatton, in that ſhe is ſaid to be 
his Counſel'our to do Wickedly. And of her, as well as of Antioch, the 
Fews would have eaſed rhemtelves ſooner, had ſchey bur had power, for the 
Scriptures gives this as the reaſon of her Uſurparion, - the Houſe of 4hazi4/ 
had no power 19 keep {till the Kingdom. When Fehoiada had ftrengrh- 
ned himſelf with the Lev:tes and Officers, he dethroned the Uſurper, and exalt- 
ed Foafh to the Crown. 

Secondly, A Ufurparion never meets with a quzet and peaceable Subinifdion of 
the People, I mean of the great Body of them, for no Revolution can expect: 
them all. There arc always powerful Confederacies aud Deſigns again!t it, and 
*tixonly an Interetted Party that Supports. it. - You ſhall meet nor only with pri- 
rate Murmurings, bur loud, open, and. {what 1s worſt af all) moſt juit and rrne 
Complaints. So that Mens Spirits are kept on ſuch a Fernacor,; that they may be' 
over-awed, but cannot be won to a Willing Sabmiſftion. Buy. where it is Gods 
Gracious:Doings, you ſhall obſerveſuch a Gheartul Conant a ready Homage, 
and Acchmations fo Univerſal, that firgh. a Voice of the- People. can ſcarce be 
otherwiſe Interprered, than the;Yoice of God. ,,. | 
. I defire the Anſwerer to Scan over #he- Differences hetwpat Gods,Permiſlive and 
his Poſitive Peovidence, for if L be not groſly deceined,, from the Principles thar 
Ehbive laid down ; and the Intereſt the People have in Canſenting to the Form of 
Government, he may, if he pleaſe, difcernthe Difference herwixrt 42 and 88. / In 
Wurpations beſides the Violence committed at the graſping at a Crown, winch:

CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIIL 
The Cloſe and Summary of the Whole. 


HE Summ and Subſtance of the Whole is this: God Dekegates to Rings 
- & Authority and Power, to Govern the People committed to their Charge, 
In his Stead, and for their Good. And as a King in a Dependent Kingdom con- 
ſtitures a Depury, and Communicates with his Power part of his Name unto 
him, by making him a Vice-Roy: ſo Gcd by exalting of them to that Great 
Traft, makes them, as it were, Vice-Gods ; for of them he ſaith himſeit, That 
they are Gods: And as the ViceRoy is Reſponlible to none bur the King that 
entruſted him ; fo Kings are only Accountable to God , whoſe Power they 
have ; and in whoſe Stead they Rule : andif they do abuſe his Trait and Power, 
( ſeeing no one elſe can ) God hath undertaken ro call them to an Account for 
their Miſcariages, ſince ( as was faid in the Pamphier) all their Violations of this 
Trult reflect upon God, whoſe Truitees they are. And this is the Reaſon that 
makes him threaten ſo ſeverely to puniſh Governors, that neglect his Laws, and 
«buſe his Fower. For as the King his Vice-Roy, ſo God may Depoſe them at 
his own Will and Pleaſure. And when they Manage Affairs ro his D:thonour, and 
the Difcouragement of Virtue and-Probiry, as he may, ſo alſo ( lince he himſelf 
holds che Helms of all Govertiments. in hs own hands) it may be ſuppoſed thar 
he will.( tor-the ſake of Juſtice ) 'Animadvert upon them.; for hall not the God of 
the Whole Earth doRight> No one elſe can ; and therefore He, or none. muſt 
do it. And when he doth this, it often is by Removing them from that Power 
and Authority that he had Commiſſioned them with ; and (as a King on the 
Complaint of the Miſgoyernment-of Vice Roy ) by commining :thar” Charge 
and: *Province ro Another. For Got'dorh Kings and Einperors no wrong , 
( though hethus diſplace then) 'they being-Nothing elſe bur his Age:ts and Offi” 
cers, and robe Empley'd no tonger than he knows it to be for che Gaod of. his 
Church and 'People. © 4 * 

When ever therefore { for thefake of an Oppreſſed people ) he is pleaſed thus 
to Remove and Diſplace an Arbitrary and Uſurping Governor ; 'and raiſe another 
ro 'his Fruſt and Digniry, whom hel in' his Infinite Wiſdom ) foreſeesto be-more 
for the Good of his Church, ant the Glory 'of his' Providence ; all Gobd people 
are in Conſcience bound fiibmiffively ro Comply with God's Dolhg; and yield a 
Chearſul Obedience to his Aurhoriry ; which. where-ever it is, ought to be Reve- 
' renced. Now becauſe the Meaning of God in ſuch Revolutions are often Dark 
and Ambiguous ; for they may be tor our Sins, as well as the Sins of our Gover- 
nors : therefore we ought rhroughly ro debate the Caſe in our own Conſcience, 
and unfeignedly and impartially Examine where the Guilr lies in Us, or in our 
Governors. ſor if for ſome conceived diſpleaſure ro their Perſons or Govern 
ment, we raſhly,/*and too forwardly withdraw from them that Duty we owe, 
we do bur add Iniquity to Sin. Bur if we find our ſelves im fuch ETINOn, 
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that without any ſinful. Co operarion of - ours, a.Door is: openet} for eur Delive- 
rance ;. One ſcarce can ſuppoſe ir any thing , but God's Gracious Interpoſitions. 
And ſince God doth by his Providence now, what. in; the days of Prophecy he did 
by his Immediate Reyelations 3 when we ſee;the.fame.Events Conlequent upon ' 
the ſame Antecedent Caules ;. and God hath -plaifly, told-ys by his Wed thay'He- 
hath done the One ;. how Fan WeOeay (in a Parity of:Cauſes and Evengs.) bur that: 
the ſame Hand did alſo rhe Orher. .Efpecially when we ſee the Injured party flying: 
to God tor Help; er.inthe Uſe of the. lat Remedy makinghis Appeal for Juttice. 
This 1s the Summary of the Whole Caſe, and ir would be Hard indeed, if when: 
Deliverance comes upon our Prayers and Tears, We might not embrace it. _Ler 
thoſe that hanker after rhe Onions in an;Pgyprian Bondage fix their Eyes on them, 
x the Rfuenge of the Acrimony force them ro-Weep ; I, for my part, will Wipe- 
mine Eyes and thank God, that there is no Leading. into Captivity, and. no more 
Complaining in Our Streets. .. .
